Summary of Public Comments and Agency Responses:

COMMENT:

Barbara Sachau of New Jersey filed comments in opposition to the
proposed amendment. Barbara Sachau is in opposition of the proposal
stating that general tax dollars should not be used to keep the racing
business operating and she favors its demise.

RESPONSE:

Not accepted. Ms. Sachau’s comments relate to her opposition to horse

racing and her expressed desire not to see horse racing be a major



industry. Although she opposes the sport for various reasons, the sport
is a legal one and this rule is beneficial as it is directed toward achieving
consistency in the draw procedure and eliminating the practice of
applying a draw to multiple races.
